The Superintendent of the Sanday school 
connected with the church with whom we are 
permitted to assemble to-day, thus writes :—“We 
have ever cherished a deep and solemn impress- 
ion, that Sabbath school instruction is second to 
no other instrumentality, except the preaching of 
the Gospel, either for the conversion of the soul 
to God, or the training of the heart for usefulness 
on earth, and for bliss and glory in heaven.

It is truly delightful when the 
hour arrives tor the Sabbath school, to see collect- 
ed in the vestry the father and mother with their 
children—young men and women, all coming to 
one spot—to a common level, for the study of the 
Bible! We have recently organized an infant 
department in the usual way, which bids fair to 
be very interesting. We think wecan say with

vian state, we find the Almighty instituting the 
punishment of death for murder, and it has no 
more exclusive application to the Jews, as a peo- 
ple, than it has to the Arabs or Hottentots—it is 


of universal application. “ Whoso [of the human 


race] sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed.” 

Do we find any subsequent repeal of this Di- 
vine enactment, either in the Old Testament or 
New? I feel confident that we do not. Our bles- 
sed Saviour certainly did abrogate some, not only 


of the ceremonial, but also of the moral enactments | 


of the Old Testament: for instance, the law re- 
quiring an eye for an eye,and a tooth for a tooth. 
(See Mat. v. 38,39.) “Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, an eye for an eye, and a tooth for a 
tooth. But I say unto you, that ye resist not evil : 
but whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, 
turn to him the other also.” Compare this passage 
with its counterpart, Levit. xxiv. 19-21. “And 
if a man cause a blemish in his neighbor ; as he 
hath done, so shall it be done unto him: (19.) 
Breach for breach, eye for eye, tooth for tooth : 
as he hath caused a blemish in a man, so shall it 
be done to him again. (20.) And he that killeth 
a beast, he shall restore it: and he that killeth a 
man, he shall be put to death.” (21.) Nowif our 
blessed Lord had intended to set aside the punish- 
ment of death enjoined in this 21st verse, how op- 
portune—how aimost unavoidable—to have done 
it here, where he has set aside the punishments 
of maiming mentioned in the 19th and 20th verses. 

The truth is, that what has been handed out so 
freely and flippantly from various sources about 
the ‘ Gospel being opposed to capital punishment’ 
is little more than mere declamation, loose and 


| random verbiage, which cannot stand the test of 


truth. It can be put on no other ground than the 
sentiments of those who deny the authority of all 
human governments to punish in any way under 
the gospel—it stands or falls by the same course 


_ of argumentation. 


Perhaps, Mr. Editor, I ought not wholly to dis- 
miss this subject without saying a word in regard 
to the expediency of capital punishment, although 
I am fain to think that this branch of the subject 
might with great propriety and safety be left to 
the wisdom of the great Jehovah. 

In noticing, however, somewhat, this point of 
expediency, | doubiless ought not wholly to over- 
look some sentiments and arguments which we 
have recently had from a high source, on this 
branch of the subject, viz: from the new chief 
Magistrate of this State. 

I must in the first place express my regret that 
the Governor has put the whole subject solely on 
the ground of expediency. I am unwilling to be- 
lieve that his Excellency would consider the au- 
thority of the Bible as of no account in this mat- 
ter,—sure I am that his constituents (and of them 
many individuals who aided in elevating him to 
his present office) are,of a very opposite opinion. 

But to consider the ground of expediency, Gov. 
Cleveiand says, “It is the certainty of punish- 
ment, and not its severity, which most effectually 
operates to prevent crimes.” : 

Now I am not sure that this is trae—both ope- 
rate, and it is not easy to decide which operates 
most. Ina case where the punishment should be 
put altogether below what we must consider its 
desert, as for instance where the punishment for 
house-burning should be a fine of one dollar, or 
for highway robbery, confinement twenty-four 
hours in the common jail, I feel sure that certain- 
ty would have less effect than severity, or rather 
lenity, 

I know it has been said by some, (not by the 
Governor,) that the idea of solitary confinement 
for life is as terrible to man as that of death. J 
deny this assertion in tolo—it is not so. Death is 
the Kine of terrors—nothing that can be inflicted 
in this world is so terrific to human beings. Most 
persons have a belief in a state of rewards and 
punishinents beyond the grave; which to the 
sinner, conscious of non-preparation, renders the 
idea of dying inconceivably dreadful beyond what 
it would otherwise be. ‘The language of the un- 
happy Teller, convicted for the murder of Hos. 
kins in the Conn. State Prison, is the lan 
of human nature on this subject. Pleading for 
commutation of his punishment to imprisonment 
for life, the misereble man says, “Give me life 
—life in a dungeon—-life any where—life de- 
prived of every other comfort—but O give me 
life—for God’s sake, give me life. 

About the time of the execution of Teller, an 
effort was made (as there has been periodically in 
this State for almost as long time as 1 can remem. 
ber) to substitute imprisonment for life for the 
punishment of death.® A remark which I under. 
stood to have been made by the Warden of our 
State Prison in reference to the subject, struck 
my mind with force at the time. He saidg] was

How many other Banks 
have been defrauded in the same way is not yet known. 

It isnot the Banks, however, that have suffered mainty 
or most severely. Mr. M. was owing not less than $20,- 
000 in Woodstock—mostly borrowed money—and a Jarge 
proportion of it borrowed from people of small means, 
from widows and guardians and persons of that descrip. 
tion, whose confidence in the integrity of Mr. M. joined 
to the general belief of his wealth, led them to regard 
! money placed in his hands as secure as if it were deposit. 
ed in the Savings Bank. It is now doubtful whether his 
estate will pay ten cents on the dollar of the claims 
against it. 

For what length of time Mr. M. had carried on these 
forgeries cannot be accurately known, but there is reason 
for believing that it was commenced in 1837—a year of 
unusual embarrassment in business—and it is now said, 
though we are not informed upon what grounds, that he 
has carried puison about him for years, evidently resolved, 
if he should ever be detected, to die the death of a suicide, 
rather than survive the revelation of his guik. 

It ia with reluctance that we give publicity to these facts 
through our columns; but as they are already circulated 
widely, and with exaggerations and additions, in many in.
